Detailed Action 

1 . This Office Action is submitted in response to the BPAI decision filed 9-3-2008, 
wherein the previous Final Rejection was reversed. Claims 1-26 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-26 are allowed 

Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The prior art discloses the claimed steps of "acquiring a waveform of data for a 
critical dimension structure," "determining a stepper focus parameter for said critical 
dimension structure," "calculating an approximate critical dimension measurement for 
said critical dimension structure," and using an algorithm to obtain "best fit" of target 
waveforms to reference waveforms. See for example, USPN 6,388,253 to Su. The prior 
art also discloses the use of a model equation that includes regression analysis to 
calculate predicted semiconductor processing results and to correct deviations from the 
predicted values. See Tanaka, USPN 6,616,759. However, the prior art fails to show 
calibrating the waveform data by combining "best-fit" waveform parameters with a 
stepper focus parameter. 

4. Claims 1,8,10,12,19, and 20 are allowed because the prior art fails to show 
a method and a program storage device for performing the method of calibrating critical

dimension waveform data by generating an optimum critical dimension value based on 
three best fit data parameters in combination with a stepper focus parameter to improve 
the linearity of the critical dimension waveform. 

5. Claims 2-7, 9, 11, 13-1 8, and 21 -26 are allowed by virtue of their dependency 
upon allowed claims 1, 8, 10, 12, 19, and 20.
